Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Weaver et al. (col. 1 , 6, and the claims) and Gavrilenko et al tak^n with Kqtc o+ ni 
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Weaver teaches that involvement of the lungs leads to pneumonia. It also 
teaches that lysozyme is used to treat cystic fibrosis patients. Since cystic fibrosis leads 
to pneumonia it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
lysozyme to treat pneumonia since cystic fibrosis is known to be treated with lysozyme 
and cystic fibrosis leads to pneumonia. Further, as noted by Gavrilenko, lysozyme is 
used to treat chronic bronchitis which also leads to pneumonia. Further, it teaches that 
lysozyme is administered intratracheally. Kats is cited to show that lysozyme is derived 
commonly from chicken eggs.
